Accident in the Tunnel of the 
Rapid Transit Company, 
New York. 


‘ROCK CAVED FROM ROOF 
AND SIDE OF THE TUNNEL 


Excitement Among Those Who Were 
| Not Crushed Was Intense—Res- 
cuers Had To Blast the 
Rock from Off Bodies 
of the Dead. 


New York, October 18.—Five men were 
killed and two injured this morning when 
an enormous “mass of rock caved from 
the side and roof of the Rapid Transit 
tunnel. in course of construction. on 
Broadway, about the line of One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-fourth street, in this city. 
The dead are:

The section of the tunnel where 
cave-in occurred is 10 feet below the 
surface. A shaft leads to the tunnel, and 
from the shaft headings extend north 
and south, each being about 700 feet long. 
The accident occurred in the south head- 
ing of the tunnel, about 640 feet from the 
shaft. A gang of twenty rock drillers 
was working in the extreme south end of 
the heading, and about 50 feet from the 
end a gang made up of twenty muckers 
and a foreman was removing the debris 
produced by the blasting. 

Without warnipg, the mass of rock, 63 
feet long, 11 feet wide and 10 feet high, 
and weighing about 150 tons, fell with a 
tremendous crash direcfly where the 
muckers were working, almost closing 
the tunnel and creating a panic among 
the two or three hundred men at work 
in other sections. Great clouds of dust 
filled the whole excavation. The fright- 
ened men. most of them Italians, in wild 
excitement, and finding themselves cut 
off. as they thought, made wild efforts to 
escape, their cries adding to the con- 
fusion and horror. Before long, however, 
all made their way to the street, and the 
work of rescuing the muckers was com- 
menced. 

De Pedro and the unknown Itallan werd 
not buried under the mass of rock, and 
were the first found. 

When the rescuing party began to re- 
move the rock they found the mangled 
bodies of O'Hara, Kelleher and Goronsky. 
The bodies of Madd@n and Danife were 
buried under mdsses of rock which could 
not be moved, and could not be extri- 
cated, althiugh they were in plain sight. 
It was the work of hours to drill the 
holes and charge them. At 2:45 o'clock 
in the afternoon the charges were fired, 
with the result that the body of Foreman 
Madden was removed plecemeal. The 
next blast uncovered the body of Danife. 

Oo. V. V. Powers, senior assistant en- 
gineer in charge of the contract, said 
that the fall of the rock would in no way 
interfere with the safety of the tunnel.

NOTE SENT BY SARATOFF 


‘Says His Country Will Not Enter 
Into Negotiations for Paying

About Abduction. 


Vienna, October 18.—According to the 
Politsche Correspondenz. M. Saratoff, Bul- 
| garian minister of the interior, and for 
| the time being minister of foreign affairs, 
| addressed a note to Mr. Dickinson, 

United States consul general at Constan- 
tinople a few days ago in which, after 
complaining that the consul general had 
expressed dissatisfaction with the meas- 
ures the Bulgarian government had ta- 
| ker against the kidnapers of Miss Stone, 
he strongly protested against his govern- 
ment being held responsible for a crime 
committed on Turkish territory and de- 
clared that in order to guard itself 
against a serious and unmerited accusa- 
tion the Bulgarian government had re- 
solved, should the rolyber band try to 
cross the Bulgarian frmtier, or succeed 
in stealing into Bulguria, to have it 
mereilessly pursued aid annihilated by 
Bulgarian troops. 

‘We will not enter into any negotia- 
tions whatever for pay'ng Tansom,”’ said 
M. Saratoff, ‘‘as we dor’t want the prec- 
edent established for the many robbers in- 
festing the neighborhoc’ to'turn to Bul- 
garia whenever that seems to be to thetr 
advantage. We are finally determined to 
make an example which will deter rob- 
bers from repeating such speculations. It 
will then be no longer possible to accuse 
Bulgaria of harboring secret committees 
which organize bands for kidnaping for- 
eigners in Turkey and removing them to 
Bulgaria, there peacefully to enjoy the 
ransom they extort.” 

Bulgaria Shields Jew mittee. 

London, October 19.~Commenting upon 
the statement of The Potitische Corre- 
spondenz regarding the letter from M. 
Sarartoff, the Bulgarian minister, to Mr.

MOREY TOOK OFF LARGE 
AMOUNT OF SECURITIES 


They Were Afterwards Found at a 
Broker’s Office in Philadelphia.

October 18.—Shortly 
before noon today the doors of the 
National bank of Boyertown, located 
here, were closed. A notice posted on 
the bank's door stated that it was done 
because of the disappearance of Cashier 
Milton A. Mory, who has not been seen 
for a week. Tihe resources of the bank 
amount to nearly $700,000. 

Up to this evening nothing had been 
heard respecting the whereabout of the 
missing cashier. A committee of bank 
officials, who went to Philadelphia today, 
found that Mory had taken $165,000 worth 
of the bank’s securities and these securi- 
ties were found deposited with S. M. & M. 
S. Fridenberg, brokers, of that city. What 
amount Mory had’ raised on the securities 
is not announced, but the presumption is 
that the Boyertown bank officials made 
good the sum secured, as they state to- 
night that the securities are again the 
property of the bank. It is further stated 
that the bank institution will lose not 
over $2,000, but the hint is made that some 
others are caught for considerable sums. 
Mory was under $30,000 bond. His wife 
said that he appeared completely un- 
nerved for the past few weeks, but that 
he was more cheerful than usual when he 
left home on Monday. Fears are entertain- 
ed by his friends that he has committed 
suicide. It is generally understood that 
he speculated in stocks.

NICHOLSON 
SAW BATTLE 
FROM HIS SHIP 


Lieutenant Commander of the 
regon on Stand at the 
Schley Inquiry, 


ADMITS THAT SCHLEY 
SIGNALLED THE OREGON 


But Said the Movements of His Ship 
Were Not Controlled by Them. 
Schley’s Flag Lieutenant 
Tells What He Saw 

During Battle. 


Washington, October 18.—Just before 
the Schley court of inquiry adjourned 
today, Attorney Raynor, counsel for Ad- 
mirat Schley, informed the court that he 
hoped to be able to conclude the presen- 
tation of testimony for the applicant by 
the close of next week. He added that 
he thus far had not had opportunity to 
consult witnesses who are still to be 
heard. He, therefore, asked that an ad- 
journment be taken from today wunttli 
Monday. Speaking for the court, Ad- 
miral Dewey said he was most happy to 
grant the request. Accordingly the court 
adjourned until Il) o'clock Monday. 

The list of witnesses examined today 
included eight names, but the interroga- 
tion of the last of the witnesses called 
had not been concluded when the day 
came to a close. This last witness was 
Lieutenant B. W. Wells, Jr., who served 
during the war with Spain as Admiral 
Schley’s flag lieutenant or private secre- 
tary. 

Lieutenant Commander Nicholson told 
the story of the battle of July 3 as he 
saw it from the deck of the Oregon. He 
said the movements of the Oregon had 
not been controlled by signals from the 
Brooklyn, and he expressed the opinion 
that the Oregon was nearer the Colon 
than the Brooklyn was. 

From the line of the examination re, 
lating to the fight of July 3 already pur- 
sued, it is evident that it Is the intention 
of Mr. Raynor to have Lieutenant Wells 
give a complete history of Admiral 
Schley’s actions during the Spanish war. 
When the court adjourned he had reath- 
ed the period of the battle of July 3, hay- 
ing gone quite minutely into other tn- 
cidents of the campaign up to that’ time, 
including the receipt of dispatches from 
Admiral Sampson. ' 
| NICHOLSON TELLS STORY 
OF SHIP’S MO | 
| Lieutenant Commander Reginald F. 
Nicholson, of the Oregon, was the first 
witness called, and began his recital of 
the story of the battle of July 3, which 
he had observed as navigator of the 
Oregon. Describing the pursuit of the 
Spanish ships he sald: 

“We turned the Oregon, going slowly 
at first, the speed increasing all the time, 
and started in toward the enemy. They 
came out at full speed, apparently 
faster than we were at this time. 
the time we were straightened out well 
to the westward they were all ahead of 
us. The Iowa started in. She, being to the 
westward of us, apparently got In closer 
to the enemy than we did, because we 
passed under her stern. A few minutes 
after that, on our course to the westward 
we passed under the stern of the Texas, 
apparently still in the water. I called 
Captain Clark’s attention to this. Of 
course, firing commenced on both sides 
at the time the first ship cleared the 
mouth of the harbor. We returned the 
fire at long range, probably 3% to 4 miles 
off, at that point. 

“When we crossed under the Texas” 
stern we saw the Iowa coming out on @ 
course nearly parallel to a conv . 
course with ours. I noticed her a 
abaft our starboard beam. Captain Clark 
| at the same time noticed her and called” 
i} my attention to her and told me to look 

out and avoid a collision. No collision 
| was very imminent, but we did change

He 
said that later and during the chase he 
had seen the Viscaya turn as if to ram 
the Brooklyn before the former went 
ashore. Mr. Warford said that Com- 
modore Schley’s. conduct and hearing dur- 
ing the battle were that of a fearless 
officer. 

J. L. Hunly, who was chief machinist 
on the Texas, said that during the en- 
gagement he had been on duty at the 
throttle of the port engine. He said in re- 
sponse to a question by Mr. Raynor that 
he knew Alfred Claxton, who had previ- 
ously testified that on the daly of the bat- 
tle he was standing at the throttle of the 
port engine, 

“Is that correct?” asked Mr. Raynor, 
quoting Claxton’s testimony. 

“No, sir,” the witness replied. 

“Was the port engine of the Texas 
either stopped or backed?’ 

“No, str; not to my recollection.” 
“Was it slowed down?’ 

“Slowed down, yes, sir.’’ 

Lieutenant J. P. J Ryan was assistant 
engineer on thé Brooklyn. He said: “I 
passed. ranges from Yeoman Ellis into 
the forward turret until Ellis was killed. 
These ranges varied. The last range I 
made a mistake in passing. I thought 
he said 700 yards, when he said 1,100 
yards.”’ 

‘Were you present. when Ellis\ was 
killed?’ 

“Yes, sir. I was standing alongside of 
him. He was forward of the forward &- 
inch turret, perhaps about 3 feet, taking 
ranges. He had a stadimeter in his hand 
and was singing out the ranges. A shell, 
from’ what I thought. was the Colan, 
struck him in the face and took his head 
off. Blood spurted out of his neck and 
all over those around. We attempted 
first to @rop his body overboard on ac- 
count of the blood on‘the deck, but the 
commodore said to carry him aft, not to 
throw him overboard, and that he should 
be buried on land.” 

“Were you hurt? I mean from Ellis?’ 
‘Yes. I was scratched in the face and 
in the neck and a small portion of a 
bone from his head lodged in my breast. 
It was taken out about three weeks af-

“Did you see Commodore Schiey abéut 
that time?’’ 

“All the time.” 

“What was his manner and bearing as 
they impressed you?’

SCHLEY’S LIEUTENANT 
TELLS OF ENGAGEMENT 

Lieutenant B. -W. Wells, Jr., who was 
Commodore Schley’s flag lieutenant dur- 
ing the Cuban campaign, was called. 
Lieutenant Wells gave a detailed account 
of the entire campaign, beginning with 
the departire front. Hampton. Roads, the 
stay at Cienfuegos, the cruise to Santi- 
ago, the retrograde movement, the bloqk- 
ade of Santiago, the bombardment of the 
Colon and the battle of Santiago. The 
witness undertook to quote from memory 
a publication by the navy department, 
which had, he said, given him the im- 
pression that the land batteries at 
Santiago were manned by large guns. 

Captain Lemliy objected, saying the 
publication itself-should be -produced. 
Some controversy between counsel en- 
sued and Mr. Raynor spoke of the ob- 
jection as ‘‘a mere frivol.”” To this Cap- 
tain Lemly responded: 

“IT object to this 
has been repeatedly’ criticising and 
throwing slurs on the officers of the 
court. 1 beg that it be stopped. It is 
unbecoming in a court of this character. 
It is extremely unusual. May it please 
the court, we are making history here. 
How will these things read in history, 
even if they do come from the attorney 
general of the great state of Maryland? 
They are unworthy of a court of the 
dignity which this court possesses. It 
has not been done once, but repeatedly.’ 

Mr. Raynor made no response, merely 
asking the witness to omit the reference 
to the publication an proceed, upon 
Captain Lemly’s assurance that the orig- 
inal would be produced. 

Referring to the engagement of May 
31, Lieutenant Wells said he had gone 
aboard the Massachusetts with Commo- 
dore Schley. He gave a brief description 
of that engagement. He said he ‘had 
heard orders g?Pven to the New Orleans 
to fire on the shore batteries. Continu- 
ing, he said: 

“JT saw during this action a number of 
discharges of smokeless powder from the 
slope to the westward of the entrance. 
Several shells passed over us and drop- 
ped near us. The commodore at that 
time made a number of joking remarks 
abéut some of us dodging. I do not think 
he dodged. He seemed to me at that time 
thoroughly self-possessed, without any 
beg ot gone that 1 saw, at any time dur- 
ng that action.’’

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CORBIN WOULD RATHER HAVE 


Washington, October 18.—The annual 
report of Major General Henry C. Cor- 
. bin, adjutant general of the army, com- 
prehensively reviews the. work, condi- 
tions and needs of the military establish- 
ment. 

‘General Corbin submits a table to show 
that the army in the Philippines is to be 
reduced by expired enlistments at the 


rate of about two thousand a month 
‘from now on until June, 1902. The ques- 
tion whether the régimerits thus depleted 
in strength are to remain so, or be re- 
crulted to their full roster, he says, is 
one requiring the very earliest considera- 
tion, for if the latter ts contemplated, it 
* already time to begin special recrult- 
ng. 

The losses from all causes in the regu- 
lar army and the volunteers from July 
1, 1900, to June 30 last, totaled 16,924 offi- 
cers and men in the former and 25,008 in 
the latter. The casualties to. the troops 
in the Philippines. since the date of the 
first arrival, June 30, 1898, to June 30 last, 
were 115 officers and 3,378 men killed and 
182 officers and 2,646 men wounded. Gen- 
eral Corbin invites special attention to 
the remarks of Colonel Mills, superin- 
tendent-of the West Point military acad- 
emy, upon the impreved discipline and 
generally excellent condition of the cadet 
corps. It is safe to predict, says General 
Corbin, that hazing of a brutal nature 
is a thing of the past at the academy, 
and that it will not soon be again a 
subject for the consideration of the war 
department. General Corbin recom- 
mends that the cadets of each graduating 
class be sent to Fort Monroe for prac- 
tice and instruction in sea coast gun- 
nery. j 

General Corbin recommends that the 
old law, requiring that each candidate 
from the ranks for a commission in the 
army be a “non-commissioned officer in 
good standing, who has displayed an 
aptitude for command and control of 
men,”’ be revived. While a great many 
excellent young men have come into the 
Service as officers under the present law, 
which opens the way for commissions 
to enlisted men who have had two years’ 
service, General Corbin says there have 
been a number of others who have en- 
tered the army as officers in this way 
who are not up to the requirements of 
their rank. 

General Corbin’s recent tour of the 
Philippines and his brief visit to Japan 
and eastern China bears fruit in some 
interesting suggestions. Genera] Corbin 
believes that the aymy transport seryice 
on the Pacific is costing the government 


‘considerably more than the use of com- 


mercial steamship lines would, for the 
+

latter would have the advantage denied 
to the govertiment of transporting pas- 
sengers, freight and mails to the Orient, 
both on outward and homeward voyages, 
and would meet the needs for increasing 
American trade in the Orient. He, there- 
fore, suggests that congress, with safety, 
could offer inducements to United States 
shippers to install a line of steamers un- 
der oharters that would permit them, in 
time of necessity, to serve as reserve 
army and navy transports.. 

An equally important need of the ser- 
vice, General Corbin says, is a domestic 
cable from the Pagific coast to the Phil- 
ippines. The present cable communica~ 
tion through Burope,” Asia, China and 
Japan, he says, for obvious reasons, 
should be discontinued at the earliest 
possible date. The rates charged by the 
existing service are exorbitant, $2.38 per 
word being the regular tariff on mes 
sages between Washington and Manila. 

General Corbin suggests the need of

Sweat then handed the gun, so the 
Statement went on, to his son, command4d- 
ing him to shoot Faulkner’s housekeep- 
er, who was the only witness to the kill- 
ing. The boy fired at the woman, but 
she saved herself by flight.

His legs and body are drawn by rheuma- 
tism so that he cannot walk a ste He 
has the use of his. arms, and is able to 
turn his head slightly. .

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RCONOMICAL METHOD OF RECLAIMING WORN-OUT LAND

Tillage vs. Fertilizer. 

HE question of how to set about im- 
T proving a poor 

constantly recurring. How shall we 
do this work in the most economical man- 
ner? Is it possible to reap a profit from 
the land at the same time? are some of 
the questions asked. 


Unquestionably a combination of ferttl-, 


izer and tillage will give the best results. 
Enough tillage to make the land fine and 
mellow, and enough fertilizer to make 
the crop grow off well from the start. 
Tillage is all right in its place, but you 
cannot unlock enough dormant plant 
food by this means alone On very poor 
land, to make a paying crop. While till- 


worn-out field is- 


We now come to plat No. 4, on which 
we applied 1,000 pounds of well rotted 
stable manure, being at the rate of 4 tons 
per acre. This 1, pounds of manure 
cost us $1 delivered on_the ground. As 
near as can be estimated it contained 6 
pounds of ammonia, 3 pounds of phos- 
phoric acid and 5 pounds of potash. The 
tillage was the same as on plat No. L 
The pea vines on this plat are a little 
better than where the guano was used, 
caused, no doubt, by the ammonia in the 
manure, giving the peas a quicker start. 

We all know that wherever it can be 


| procured in sufficient quantity and with- 


out too great an outlay, there is nothing 
superior to good stable manure for en- 
richi the land. But, unfortunately, the 
average farmer does not have enough of 
it for this purpose. For these our exper- 
iments show that guano furnishes a very 
good substitute, even though that expen- 
sive element, nitrogen, was left out.

food, the roots of a leguminous crop pen- 
etrating every part of the soil, will make 
available very much more, of it. It is 
therefore economy to apply enough fer- 
tilizer of some kind to make such a crop 
grow well to start with so that its roots 
may do this work for us. 

The writer has proved this fact to his 
own satisfaction in reclaiming worn-out 
land, and also by the results obtained on 
a few experimental plots this summer. 
The land where these experiments were 
conducted was some that we had very 
recently acquired. It was on top of a hill 
and had been planted ‘in cotton so .long 
that hardly anything would grow upon it. 
I do not*know of a poorer piece of land 
enywhere about. To show how poor it 
really was I need only say that the cow 
peas planted in June on a plat without 
any fertilizer or extra tillage did not 
grow large enough to cut. The average 
plants only attained a height of about 
six inches. 

We took a-strip of this and divided {tt 
into plats of one-eighth of an acre each 
The plats were made small because the 
character of the land changed beyond 
and we wished to have them as nearly 
uniform as possible. 

The land was broken in the spring and 
allowed to.lie until June before the peas 
were planted. On plat No. 1, as men- 
tioned above, nothing was aplied, and 
the yield was nothing which could be 
gathered. 

On plat No. 2 we tried to put $1 worth 
of extra tillage by repeated plowings and 
harrowings :between the time the land 
was brcken and the middle of June, when 
peas were planted. The weather re 
mained so wet, however, that we only 
succeeded ‘n putting on about 8 cents 
worth of tillage. We worked this plat 


| over five or six times; two of the plow- 


ings being done with an extra long an1 
eharp 2-inch steel scooter, running it over 
a foot deep the last time. I will say here 
that the peas on this plat will not begin 
to pay for the extra work, being scarcely 
larger than those on plat No.1. Like plat 
No. 1 they did not grow large enough to 
pay for cutting. : 

We now come to plat No. 8 On this 
plat we applied $1 worth of commercial 
fertilizer, consisting of 100 pounds of 
guano, which analyzed 10 per cent phos-

The stable manure, while producing 
good results, has too large a proportion 
of that expensive element, nitrogen, for 
the phosphoric acid and potash it con- 
tains to make its use economical on a 
leguminous crop, which can obtain this 
element from the air. It will pay better 
to apply this manure to corn or some 
vegetable crop like cabbage, which .re- 
quires a great deal of ammonia., 

It will noticed that while $1 worth 
of manure was used on plat No. 4, the 
plant food in this manure at current 
prices was worth about $1.15, while the 
plant food in the guano used came to $l 
even. It was our purpose when trying 
this experiment to put the same money 
value in tillage, fertilizer and manure on 
the plats 2, 3 and 4, in order to note which 
paid the best.

A bill to tax legacies, zi! 
ees, to provide for the 
collection of such taxes, 
purposes, will be introduced in the legis- | 
lature by Hon. Robert M. Hitch, of Sa- 
Yannah, during the coming term. The 
bill is far reaching in its scope and is of 
great importance in that it will affect 
the heirs of all descendants, unless espe- 
elally exempted, and will tend to add 
heavily to the revenues of the state if 
adopted. 

The leading provision of the bill is that 
@ tax shall be imposed upon the transfer 
ef any property, real or personal, or. 
mixed, to persons or corporations not ex- 
empt by law from taxation on real or 
personal property, in the following cases: 

When the transfer is by will or by the 
interstate laws of the state from any 
person dying possessed of ° the 
property while a resident of the state, 
when the transfer is by will, or inter- 
State law, of property within the state, 
and the decedent was a non-resident 
ef the state at the time of his death. 

When the transfer is of property made 
by a resident, or by a non-resident, when 
such non-resident’s property is within this 
State, by deed, grant, bargain, sale or 
gift, made in contemplation of the death 
of the grantor or vendor or donor, or in- 
tended to take effect in possession or en- 
Joyment at or after such death. 

The bill is very voluminous, covering 
twelve pages of legal cap. Mr. Hitch 
gaid today that it had been prepared af- 
ter careful and laborious investigaticns 
ef similar laws in nineteen states where 
taxes are imposed upon jnheritances. 

“Georgia,’’ said Mr. Hitch, “has no in- 
beritance tax at present, but the experi- 
ences of other states wherein there are 
much laws justifies the assertion that such 
@ measure would work wonderful results 
in raising large revenue easily and with- 
out hardships on any class. A tax on an 

eritance is considered the easiest to 

. tor it is a demand: upon one for 
gomething that costs him nothing. It is 
not like a tax that makes a man go down 
into his pocket for money for which he 
has had to work. 

“In some of the states where there are 
Mbheritance tax laws ih which the tax js | 


4 graded in accordance with relationship. 
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In others it is tin accordance with amounts 
and in some in accordance with both re- 
lationship and amounts. In some states 
the number of cases of exemption are 
few, while in others they are many. The 
rates vary widely, so that the amounts 
that states derive from the tax differ 
greatly. New York, during 1900, however, 
Gerived $4,334,908.27 from the tax, Illinois 
received $448,931.57 during last year. 

“J have gone carefully over the apprais- 
ais of estates in the court of ordinary of 
Chatham county for 1900, and up to Octo- 
ber 1, 1901, and I have found the average 
to be $280,000 a month, or $3,300,000 a year. 
If the appraisals for estates in Chatham 
county bear an equal proportion to those 
of other counties with tax returns, it may 
be estimated that the estates appraised 
each year in Georgia amount to $50,000,000. 
An inheritance tax of 1 per cent would 
yield $500,000. One per cent is the lowest 
tax provided for in the bill. The rate 
runs as high as 6 per cent incase of 
strangers to the blood. If the law should 
pass in its present form, it would mean 
an increase of easily more than $500,000 a 
year in the state’s revenues. 

“In nearly every state where they have 
been passed inheritance laws have~ been 
contested as unconstitutional on various 
grounds. The supreme courts of a large 
majority of such courts have held the 
laws to be constitutional, whether based 
upon relationship, amount, or both. The 
bill avoids features that have been held 
unconstitutional by any of the courts. ' 

“The present law of Georgia determines 
the rules of descent and inheritance ac- 
cording to the relationship to the de- 
scensed, and it is clear that the authority 
which can determine who shall inherit 
can likewise determine the terms and con- 
ditions on which the inheritance shall 
take place. This bill, if passed, will prove 
@& happy solution of the difficulty arising 
over the deficit in the state’s finances at 
present, and should furthermore make it 
@n easy matter to offer to all the tax 
payers of the state a considerable reduc- 

in the rate of taxation on real and 
personal property.

All 
the railroads are said to be equally at 
fault in the matter of delivering cotton at 
this port.

The Montgomery Advertisers says of him: 
Robert Fulwood Ligon was a natfve of Clarke 
county, Georgia, where he was born in |824; 
he came to Alabama early in life and settied at 
Tuskegee, in Macon county, where he spent 
most of his useful and successful life, accumu- 
lating a large competency and raising an in- 
teresting and most noteworthy family. He 
first read law with the late justice of the Ala- 
bama supreme court, Hon, David Clopton. who 
was his brother in law, having married his sis- 
ter, and he afterwards became associated with 
Judge Clopton in the practice of law, the firm 
being the leading one ofthat day in a town 
noted for its able and distinguished lawyers. 
At the breaking out of the war with Mexico 
he went with a company from Macon county 
atid was made a captain, being on the pension 
list as a survivor of that war up to the time 
of his death, In 1849 he represented Macon 
county in the lower house of the genera] as- 
sembly. In i186! he enlisted with a company 
from Tuskegee and went into active service, 
but was forced to resign soon thereafter on 
account of an affection of the spine, which 
incapacitated him for such duties. Soon after 
returning home he was elected to the state 
senate, and in that body his fine legal at- 
tainments and financial ability soon brought 
him to the front in those perilous times. He 
continued his practice of the law at Tuskegee 
after the war and became’a large and success- 
ful planter, being then and when he died one 
of the largest land owners in that section. 
In 1872, when the white people were looking 
around for a suitable man to lead the ticket, 
his name was presented without his knowledge 
to the convention.for governor, and he received 
& most flattering support. 
In 1874 when Governor Houston was nom- 
inated he was given the second place on the 
ticket as lieutenant governor he again 
did valuable service for the state, presiding 
over the senate with dignity and ability and 
with acknowledged fairness and impartiality: 
The constitution of 1875 abolished the office 
of HNeutenant governor and recognizing his great 
service to the state and his espécial fitness 
for the place he was nominated by’ the dem- 
eocrats of the fifth district and elected to con- 
gress, where ,he served for one term. 
While’in congress it was the good fortune 
of Governor. Ligon to be seated near the late 
lamented President William -McKinle- who 
was then in congress from Ohio, and he was 
heard often to express his admiration for the 
man, and although being members of differen: 
parties they formed an attachnient and friend- 
ship for each other which lasted through their 
lives, When Mr. McKinley was elected presi- 
dgnt he predicted that he would be the pres- 
ident of all the people and do much to wipe 
out sectiona] differences and bring the people 
together, and the résult proved their wisdom 
and made his words prophetic. Governor Ligon 
possessed many of the good and gentle quali- 
ties of the dead, president, and, like him, above 
all loved his fellow man,

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The City Government. 

The proposition to divide the city 
into ten wards, thus creating a govern- 
ing body of thirty members—twenty 
in the common council and ten in the 
aldermanic board—is one that should 
be very carefully considered before 
approval is given to it. 

The fact is that it would call into 
being a council cumbrous in numbers 
and hungry for such a stretching of 
the patronage blanket as would afford 
covering to afl. Its adoption would 
lead to an equal expansion of the en- 
tire office-holding class, with a corre- 
spondingly increased call upon the 
public purse. It would make city af- 
fairs more than ever a prey for polit- 
ical combination, in which business 
interests would be entirely lost sight 
of. Atlanta would have cause for re- 
gret ever after if she should consent 
to such an enlargement in the number 
of council members. 

The original citizens’ committee 
charter, which was a work of great de- 
liberation, provided for a city council 
to be composed of two members from 
each ward, in which was to be vested 
the legislative power, and for an alder- 
manic board of three, to which was 
committed all matters relating to 
finance and property. This alder- 
manic board, as at first constituted, 
consisting of the late Messrs. S. B. 
Hoyt, Charles Beerman and Thomas 
A. Healey, all heavy taxpayers as well 
as public-minded citizens, held a firm 
hand over extravagant legislation, and 
compelled city councils to keep within 
the year’s income. Succeeding boards 
were filled with men of like character, 
until politics cast its eye upon this 
branch of the city government with a 
view of entangling it into the meshes 
of legislation. The board was in- 
creased, its members took part more 
and more in the routine of council pro- 
ceedings, until at last it became im- 
possible to distinguish the one body 
from the other. From being a re- 
straint upon the legislative branch it 
dropped into the wrangle, and since 
that time it has fallen short of the 
mission filled by it in its earlier days, 

It may be that the city should be 
divided into ten wards for purposes of 
representation, but in that event the 
ward representation should be cut 
down to one, which would give us a 
council sufficiently large. There is no 
doubt whatever that a reduced alder- 
manic board, more resembling the 
original body, would be better than a 
large board. It would be a good thing 
to exclude this board entirely from 
the city council, which would give it 
more freedom of action in amending 
or rejecting any financial measure 
adopted. A board of three or of five, 
elected from the city at large, and 
specially charged with the financial 
overlook, would command men of the 
highest caliber, and its action would 
have great weight. 

We want better government and 
fewer men around the table. Council 
should be relieved from the tempta- 
tion of being a political body, so that 
it would assume its proper function. 
The present council is large enough— 
too large, in the opinion of many— 
and all propositions for enlargement 
should be stowed away in the pigeon- 
hole. 
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The Press and Mr. Turner. 

The Savannah Press, noti\ing what 
The Constitution had to say \ refer- 
ence to the esteem in which Judge 
Thomas G. Jones has always been 
held by the democracy of Alabama, 
says: 

This is a handsome and deserved trib- 
ute to Governor Jones and we are giad 
to hear The Constitution speak in such 
praise of a man who refused to vote for 
Mr. Bryan in 189. In The Constitution’s 
opinion Governor Jones, in spite of this 
defection, ‘‘retained the sympathy of ev- 
ery democrat in Alabama.’’ 

After which The Press seeks to 
point a moral by this: 

Now, three months ago The Savannah 
Press suggested for the office of governor 
a prominent gentleman residing in the 
southern part of this state, who is all to 
the people of Georgia that Governor 
Jones is to Alabama. Once, and under 
circumstances in which he not only re- 
tained the sympathy, but aroused the ad- 
miration of every man in his district, Mr. 
Turner felt dalled upon to differ with his 
party. The /Atlanta Constitution on this 
account has continually arraigned Mr. 
Turner as a bolter and did not hesitate to 
Yntimate that until Mr. Turner showed 
that he had supported Bryan in both elec- 
tions he could not feel his calling and 
election sure among Georgia democrats. 
The Constitution is now taking another 
view. The “‘loop,’’ however, is in the in- 
terest of improvement, and we shall not 
complain that our Georgia contemporary 
has sheered from its former course. The 
Constitution has answered its old argu- 
ments against Captain Turner. 


In reply to this we would Say that 
the mention of Mr. Turner’s name in 
connection with the governorship was 
treated with the utmost respect; that 
many months before that The Consti- 
tution had spoken in terms of the 
highest praise of him, and that today 
we have for him personally a most ex- 
alted opinion. The personal ability 
and patriotism of Mr. Turner has al- 
ways been recognized. 

When the gubernatorial campaign 
was prematurely opened, there was 
an inquiry as to how Mr. Turner had 
voted in the presidential elections, 
and.the reply given related facts only. 

If today Mr. Turner were being 
urged for a high office as the alterna- 
tive to an incompetent republican 
rival, as was the case in Alabama, we 
would say for him exactly what we 
have stated in connection with Judge 
Jones. But where the organized 
democracy was called upon to select 
a candidate for an office within its 
power, whether in Georgia or in Ala- 
bama, we would insist that, condi- 
tions being eoual, it should go to a 
man whose party record was constant. 
Thomas G. Jones found himself in 1896 
where he could not support the dem- 
ocratic nominee. As it was an honest 
difference of opinion, he “retained the 
sympathy of every democrat in Ala. 
bama,.” which by no means obligated 
them to confer ap favors upon him, 


but rendered he more easy for 


them to’ warmly 
against a republican 
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ment was about to be made by a re-| 


publican president. 

Transfer the situation to Georgia, 
and Mr. Turner would be as warmly 
supported. It is with regret that a 
high-toned citizen must divide with 
his party. Whenever he does 80 his 
honesty gains for him the respect and 
sympathy of all, but when lines are 
drawn for battle the leaders must be 
those who have. been constant to the 
party organization. 

The Constitution concedes to Mr. 
Turner all that his most ardent friends 
can claim for him, and still declares 
that his unfortunate absence from the 
organized ranks when the battle was 
on must be as sincerely regretted by 
himself as it is by those who felt the 
want of his sympathy. 
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The Pan-American Congress. 

Great international importance at- 
taches to the second session of the 
Pan-American congress which is to 
meet next week in the city of Mexico. 

Nearly twelve years have elapsed 
since the movement in the interest of 
closer trade relations between the va- 
rious counties of the western hemi- 
sphere bore fruit in the first session of 
the Pan-American congress, and 
though Mr. Blaine, who was the pro- 
jector of this great international con- 
ference, failed to witness any sub- 
stantial realization of his enthusiastic 
hopes, it is more than likely that his 
far-sighted statemanship may yet be 
vindicated. Speaking of the results 
of the first congress, The Washington 
Post says: 

Among the subjects considered at the 
first session were measures for the forma- 
tion of an American customs union, under 
which “the trade of the American na- 
tions with each other, so far as 
possible and profitable, may be pro- 
moted;” the establishment of reg- 
ular and frequent communication be- 
tween the ports of said nations and of a 
uniform system of customs régulations; 
the adoption of a uniform system of 
weights and measures, of a common sil- 
ver coin, and of,a definite plan of arbi- 
tration in international disputes. Among 
the measures recommended by the con- 
gress to the various governments repre- 
sented therein were a uniform commer- 
clal coinage, a uniform system of weights 
and measures, and reciprocity treaties. 
The congress also made a declaration 
upon arbitration, of which Mr. Blaine 
said: ‘“‘We hold up this new magna 
charta, which abolishes war and substi- 
tutes arbitration between the American 
republics, as the first and the great fruit 
of the international American confer- 
ence,”’ 

Changes in international trade rela- 
tions cannot be accomplished in a 
year, nor even in a decade. Ancient 
animosities must be removed before 
any advantage can be gained in the 
matter of bringing the South Ameri- 
can countries to an appreciation of the 
fact that they have everything to 
gain and nothing to lose from closer 
trade relations with the United States. 

On account of the importance of the 
approaching session of the Pan-Amer- 
ican congress in its bearing upon fu- 
ture commercfal] intercourse between 
the countries of the western hemi- 
sphere, it goes without saying thatits 
deliberations will be watched with 
widespread interest. 
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Civil Service for Atlanta. 

The decision of the board of police 
commissioners of Atlanta that a sys- 
tem of civil service would work out 
good results has led to a movement 
to secure from the legislature an 
amendment to the municipal charter 
authorizing such a departure. 

The experience of other cities in 
which civil service has been. adopted 
is quoted to show an improvement in 
public serviee. With constantly re- 
curring elections policemen are kept 
in constant tension, and necessarily 
devote the city’s time to furthering 
their own chances for reelection. Such 
a change as would relieve a good man 
from the necessity of constant fence- 
building would result in better service 
to the city, and would remove the 


charges, whether true or not, that pol- 


itics always plays a part in elections. 

The fire department has for years 
been operated under a tacit system 
of civil service. There are no whole- 
sale elections, and itis noticeable 
that the firemen never figure in polli- 
tics. It would seem that a svstem 
which works so well in one depart- 
ment could be made eaually effective 
in another. 

The action of the police commission 
will now go to the city council, with 
the request that it be forwarded to the 
legislature.

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Would Not Want the Subsidy. 
(From The Boston Herald.) 
If Speaker Henderson wishes to have 


the commerce and shipping of the United 
States developed, let him arrange to have 
@ bill drawn up which will place our 


~~ 


t marine on practically the same 
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sidy plan, and it has proved a disastrous 


failure. The Germans and the. English, 


the two nations of Europe which have 
reason to be satisfied with the progress 
their shipping has madé in the last ten 
years, give to their merchants the right 
to purchase their vessels wherever they 
please, either at home or abroad. They 
then grant to lines which they believe 
might fail to be maintained if public aid 
was not accorded, or could not give as 
satisfactory service, in the absence of 
such aid, a subvention equivalent to the 
needs of the case. Following out this 
method, it would, no doubt, be desirable 
to pay a liberal subsidy to a line of steam- 
ers running from San Francisco to Ha- 
waii, Guam and the Philippine islands; 
to swift mail steamers running from some 
Atlantic port to Porto Rico. It might be 
desirable to maintain by government aid 
lines to South American ports, both on 
the Atlantic and Pacific. Possibly, also, a 
line to South Africa and another to India 
via the Suez canal. No one would serious- 
ly object to the according of stimulus of 
this kind when a good case was made out. 
But, with the same right to obtain vessels 
that the German and English merchants 
have, not one American ship merchant in 
fifty would care for a subsidy. He would 
prefer to carry on his business without 
the limitations and restrictions which 
would attend aid from the government. 
If these opportunities were given, in ten 
years from this time we should have a 
merchant fleet sailing under the American 
flag engaged in foreign voyages fully ten 
times greater than that which we now 
have, and one which would closely rival 
the merchant fleets of Great Britain. 


GIVING OFFICES TO WHITES. 


Colonel Estill’s Views as to Injustice 
of Negro Appointments. 


(From The New York Evening Post.) 

Colonel J. H. Estill, of Savannah, prominent- 
ly mentioned in the democratic party as the 
next candidate for governor of Georgia, in 
conversation with an Evening Post reporter to- 
day gave it as his belief that President Roose- 
,elt’s appointment of southern white men to 
office would not have the effect of building 
up the republican parcy in the south, but would, 
he was sure, result in better social and polit- 
ical cond.tions. 

‘It is not agreeable, to put it mfldly,’’ said 
he, ‘“‘to associate with those who think it right 
to put colored men in office. Democrats will 
not seek offize at the hands of republican pres- 
idents, though some have accepted office when 
offered to them. The appointment of colored 
men to federal offices in the south when there 
are white republicans ready and anxious to 
hold them is an insult to our ople. This 
policy does the negro race much harm, and ts 
ef no god to the country. 

“Colonel Roosevelt, from his past record, 
appears to have a mind of his own. He has 
certainly shown in every position in which he 
has been placed that he believed in putting the 
Lest-qualified man in office. Heretofore we 
have had, excepting Mr. Cleveland, presidents 
of the republican party and not of the United 
States. 

‘‘As regards the action of certain states in 
trying to lessen the danger from the colored 
vote by enacting what have been called dis- 
franchising laws, I would say these measures 
are not intended to injure the colored man, 
but rather to protect him from himself. He 
bas been, and is, the blindest of blind follow- 
ers of the worst members of his race and the 
meanest white men, Aas a voter he is a danger 
to the state, for with his many good qualities, 
he is, as a citizen, far behind the poorest spec- 
imen of the whites. Possibly in years to 
come he may make a good citizen, but at thig 
period in his history it is best for him, and 
the republic, that he should be kept from do- 
ing himself and others political injury. 

‘In Georgia we have a system of demo- 
cratic primaries at which only white men vote, 
and as that party has a large majority in the 
state the primary election decides the result. 

‘There is no hostility to the negro in Geor- 
gia. Av an individual we like him. He is our 
trusted servant and we are his trusted friends. 
He is represented in every profession and 
trade, and in course of time he will have “his 
opportunity. We are educating the colored 
peopie by the thousands, and as they become 
self-helpful many of them come to you and 
remain with you. But many of them return to 
vs. When misfortune befalls them they say 
they find no one in the north to befriend them. 
The whites in the south are always ready to 
tefriend the negro in his time of need. But 
notwithstanding this, the colored brother 
votes. os a rule, against us, because he says 
‘he must stand by his colof.’ 

‘The southern states in amending the fran- 
chise laws are doing not half as bad, if bad it 
is, as the republicans outside of this great city, 
aided by so-called reformers, to eliminate its 
democratic “majority. The republican party 
should not hold up .ts hands in horror at the 
southern states when they are trying to pro- 
tect themselves from a danger that threatens 
to jestroy American civilization and replace 
it with that of Hayti or Venezuela. 

‘The southern states are prosperous. Mil- 
lions -f dollars in northern capital are invested 
in their railroads and industrial enterprises. 
If the whites of the so ith do not stand solidly 
together and resist every measure which may 
tend to weaken their state governments, all 
those investments may become valueless.

Whether the legislature takes hold of 
the depot problem or not, there is no 
doubt that something has got to be done 
to abate the nuisance, and methods of 
reaching this end are just now under 
discussion wherever current Atlanta 
topics are brought up. 

There is some doubt about the legis- 
lature belng able to take the matter up 
with the possibility before it of a satis- 
factory sclution, on account of the fact 
that the railroads have shown a decided 
disinclination to make another proposal 
with reference to the building of a pas- 
senger station on the state's property. 
They are able now to say that they 
gave the state an opportunity to enter 
into a most advantageous arrangement, 
that the proposal was rejected and that 
they have nothing further to offer. In 
fact, that is what they did say to the 
special depot committee on one occasion. 
Again the committee appealed to the 
railroads, and so far they have received 
indefinite and unsatisfactory answers, 
indicating that the railroads have noth- 
ing further to say. 

In view of these facts it is difficult to 
see just what the legislature can do now 
to relieve the situation unless the spe- 
cial depot committee has something in- 
teresting up Its sleeve which it will lay 
before the general assembly when it con- 
venes next week. It may be said now 


that matters are merely in abeyance un- 

til the legislature shall have an oppor- 

tunity to do something; if it can do noth- 

ing there is little doubt that the peo- 

ple will demand action in other quarters.

Talk of City Ordinances. 

Perhaps it would be a good idea while 
city ordinances as a remedy for the sit- 
uation are being discussed to pass an 
ordinance prohibiting these truckmen 
from using the sidewalks and crossings. 
When they have to go outside of the 
depot, why not require them to use the 
streets? It would be a. little farther 
around, perhaps, but it would be incon- 
veniencing only one truckman instead cf 
annoying and endangering fifteen or 
twenty citizens. 

There has been considerable talk of 
city ordinances as a remedy for the pres- 
ent unbearable situation, and the 
chances are that something like this 
will be tried if the legislature can ac- 
complish nothing at this session. 

There has been talk of an ordinance 
prohibiting any train from blocking a 
crossing for more than thirty seconds. 
Another ordinance is now under consid- 
eration by council prohibiting trains from 
coming into the depot within less than 
thirty minutes of each other. At certain 
hours of the day now the depot is 
crowded with trains and they are run- 
ning in and out every few minutés, with 
the resuit that there is constant dan- 
ger to life and limb at the crossings. 

If nothing is accomplished by the close 
of the legislative session, it is safe to 
gay the city council and the sanitary 
board will begin to get in their work.

cism on J. K.. Hunter, who fills the dual 
position of the city license inspector and 
city warden. It is in his capacity of 
city warden that the criticisms are be- 
ing made. 

It is claimed that the‘city warden has 
declined to erant a burial permit for Su- 
san Ray, and that he has thereby inter- 
fered with the funeral and kept the 
body from being buried. The waren 
says he is only doing his duty, and that 
he will not issue any permit until he 
knows that the woman is a pauper and 
has no relatives or:-friends who are able 
to pay for the funeral.
